Amiens 
today the 
British have taken Habner Wood. Dodo Wood and probably have pos­ 
session of the towns of Marcel Cave and La M o tte^n Santerre. 
The line attacked this morning extends roughly from the neigh­ 
borhood of Morlancourt, about three miles and halt southwest of Al­ 
bert. to the Avre valley, south of Moreuil. 
Details of the fighting are coming to the rear slowly. 
“Going fine.” constitutes the best available information. The Brit­ 
ish launched their attack in a mist after only three m.nutes of artil­ 
lery preparation. 
In the district north of the Somme the Germans a^e reported to 
have launched two counter attacks. 
The British artillery fire broke 
them both up. 
The prisoners taken by the British a rt so numerous 
th a t they ate having difficulty in handling tnem.
